Purported Confession 


Introduced By Prosecutor 
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Railroad Plan Could Salvage 
o 
Penn Central Service Here 


A ten m inute taping of an 
alleged co nfession was in­ 
troduced into evidence twice by 
Hancock C ounty prosecutor 
Dean Dobbins yesterday in the 
murder trial of Kenneth W. 
Bean. The adm ittance of the 
alleged confession is pending 
today on a ruling by Judge G. 
Richard Pile of an objection 
raised 
by 
defense counselor 
George P. Dickmann. 
Dobbins 
in trod uced 
the 
alleged tape confession through 
the te stim o n y of Detective 
Sergeant Otis Baker. Baker, a 
state trooper at the time of the 
incident, testified that on the 
night 
of th e 
incident, 
the 
defendant Bean gave a volun­ 
tary statem ent concerning the 
shooting in c id e n t in which 
Grover Lee Lisenby was killed 
According toSgt. Baker, Bean 
m ade 
one 
re q u e s t 
before 
making the alleged confession, 
that being th a t he 
(Bean) 
wanted it taped “ in his own 
words” so that if the tape was 
played la te r 
in court, his 
friends’ nam es would not be 
mentioned 
The prosecution then asked 


the court’s permission to retire 
to the judges’ chamber where 
all attorneys, the defendant, the 
witness, Sgt. Baker, and the 
judge could listen to the tape, so 
that the witness could verify 
that the tape had not been 
altered. 
After the forty-minute recess. 
Baker testified on the stand that 
the tape had not been altered 
since the night of the incident 
when he recorded the alleged 
confession. 
The 
p ro sec u to r 
then 
in ­ 
troduced the alleged confession 
for admissibility as evidence to 
the case. 
Defense counselor 
Dickmann 
then 
requested 
a 
preliminary question and asked 
Sgt. Baker if the tape contained 
a n ythin g 
else 
besides 
the 
alleged 
confession 
of 
the 
defendant. 
Sgt. Baker testified that side I 
of the tape that contains the 
purported confession had no 
other com m ents on it other than 
that of the defendants, but side 
II had been used for another 
taping. 
Dickmann then objected to

PENDLETON, Ind (UPI) — Officials at the Indiana 
Reformatory Monday sought to determine how an 
inmate at the institution suffered an injury. 
Authorities reported the problem apparently involved 
a racial disturbance and the inmate was cut during a 
fight.

The Porter County sheriff’s office said today that the 
plane was a twin engine AeroCommander 500 that 
crashed into a swampy area north of U.S.30. 
The plane was buried up to the tail section in the soft 
ground and water. The Federal Aviation Administration 
was called in to help determine the cause of the crash. 
Sources said that the plane may have suffered some 
type of mechanical failure.

New Looks Sideways At Direct Primary 


SEYMOUR, Ind. (UPI) — State Treasurer Jack New 
— w ho is expected to be a 1976 candidate for governor 
— used D. C. Stephenson as a bad example to show how 
a direct primary should not work. 
New, in a Monday night speech to the Seymour Rotary 
Club, said the first direct primary law in Indiana was 
denounced as a political curse and repealed in 1929. He 
said if people did not participate in the new direct 
primary, starting in 1976. it could end the same way. 
“ D.C. Stephenson was one of the reasons wny the first 
direct primary failed,” New said, referring to the Ku 
Klux Elan grand dragon of the 1920s whose power ended 
when he was convicted of the murder of a Statehouse 
secretary, Madge Oberholtzer.

proposals.

were especially evident where 
it should “distinguish between 
those 
situations 
where 
no 
effective competition to rail 
service exists.” 


“Allowing the marketplace to 
control is fine — when there is 
a marketplace,” Hartke said. 
“Where 
there 
is 
not 
any 
effective competition, some sort 
of protection is needed against 
monopoly power.” 
The Hoosier senator said he 
also intended to deal realistical­ 
ly with the problems of needed 
financial assistance to rehabili­ 
tate 
the 
rail 
system 
and 
restructuring the rail system 
“Another major area that I 
intend to legislate in is the 
question of light density lines,” 
Hartke said He claimed such 
lines were a major importance 
to Hoosiers. 
He said his plc.ns would keep 
some of the 755 2 miles of 
trackage in Indiana scheduled 
for abandonment open — at 
least until correction of errors 
can be made while a formula to 
determine cost of branch line 
operations can be worked out.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States in June recorded 
its 
biggest 
monthly 
trade 
surplus in history as exports 
outran imports by $1.74 billion, 
the Commerce Department said 
today. 
It was the fifth consecutive 
month 
the 
nation’s 
trade 
account has been in the black, 
giving the United States a $5.4 
billion surplus for the first six 
months of the year. 
In June, exports of American- 
made goods and commodities 
rose 6.7 per cent, or $546.7 
million, the largest 
monthly 
export jum p since January. 
The latest figures mean there 
is a strong chance the United 
States, even in a period when 
demand for foreign petroleum 
remains strong and imported 
automobiles are capturing a 
greater share of the domestic 
market, will record a trade 
surplus for 1975.

confound 
the 
experts 
who 
predicted 
the 
fourth 
trade 


deticit in five years in 1975. 
A trade surplus occurs when 
the value of exports surpasses 
imports in a given period.

Imports, on the other hand, 
fell 2 per cent, or $139.2 million, 
from May levels. The biggest

If you 
depend on bicycling to get in 
shape and stay there, use gears 
that require you to exert a good 
deal of pedaling effort. 
The advice is from Dr John 
Finkenstaedt, 
a 
cardiologist 
who bikes over IOO m iles on 
weekends. 
The associate director of the 
Life Extension Institute in New 
York said if you use the easiest 
pedaling gear — well, you’ll not 
get much out of biking. 
Touching on the physiological 
value of biking, he said: 
“Oxygen is all im portant for 
human survival. The ability of 
the body to take in oxygen and 
utilize 
it 
depends 
on 
the 
condition of the oxygen system 
This includes the lungs, blood 
cells, heart and tissues 
%“The individual’s fitness is 
determ ined by his 
m axim al 
oxygen uptake.” 
Biking m akes you better in 
that departm ent. 
Finkenstaedt counsels some 
of 
A m erica’s 
top 
corporate 
exec (lives 
whose 
com panies 
sent them to Life Extension for 
preventive medicine checkups 
In an interview, he recom ­ 
mended an exercise formula for 
getting in shape and staying 
there — through the bicycle 
habit. 
F irst, he suggests a slow, 
easy cycling period of a few 
m inutes warm up 
This is followed by fa s te r 
cycling periods for five to six 
m inutes each 
These can be 
broken up with in te rv a ls of 
slower cycling 
Increasing endurance is the 
key to getting in good shape 
and staying there. 
Finkenstaedt said pedaling at 
the sam e rate every day will 
stabilize endurance 
Thus, IO 
miles per hour for one hour 
daily, will cause a leveling of 
endurance. 
“On the other hand,” he said, 
“ if you cycle at IO miles per 
hour for 30 minutes and 
15 
miles per hour for 15 m inutes, 
your endurance will be greater 
than the steady IO miles per 
hour speed ” 
The cardiologist suggested for 
following if you’re planning a 
good-sized bike trip 
— E at a meal at least two 
hours before the start of a trip. 
This should include carbohy­ 
d ra te s such as fru its w hich 
contain sim ple sugars and som e 
starches. The heart m uscles 
use carbohydrates more effi­ 
ciently than fats. 
— Carry some carbohydrates

Ford Visits Auschwitz In 
Trip Through Poland 


KRAKOW, Poland (UPI) - 
President Ford, enroute to the 
European security sum m it in 
Helsinki, today visited the one­ 
time 
Nazi 
death 
ca m p 
at 
Auschwitz in southern Poland, 
paying hom age to the millions 
of Jews and others who died 
there. 
The President and Mrs. Ford 
— said to be recovering well 
from 
the 
exhaustion 
that 
overcam e her Monday — flew 
to Krakow, form er 
home of 
Polish 
kings 
and 
traditional 
capital 
of 
Polish 
art 
and 
culture, at the conclusion of a 
one-day 
Poland 
stopover

their five-nation E uropean tour. 
A welcoming crowd of hun­ 
dreds greeted Ford with a p ­ 
plause, 
flowers 
and 
waving 
flags at Krakow airport, where 
he transferred to a helicopter 
for the trip to 
the 
outdoor 
m useum at Auschwitz — the 
World 
War 
ll 
death 
cam p 
preserved 
by 
the 
Poles 
as 
testimony of m a n ’s inhumanity 
to m an. 
The cam psite is in a nearby 
town that has been renam ed 
Oswiecim. 
Ford took a 30-minute tour of 
site 
where 
Nazi 
overseers 
gassed and shot an estim ated 
four to six million prisoners, 
most of them Jews, between I 
1940 and 1944 Then he returned 
to Krakow for a brief farewell 
visit and a final speech before 
his trip to Helsinki and the 
biggest sum m it m eeting every 
held by European and North 
American leaders 
“ Helsinki 
will 
never 
have 
seen anything like it,” Ford 
told reporters Monday. 
Ford obviously was enjoying 
the to d a y trip, including the 
w arm 
welcome 
he 
received 
from an estim ated 250,000 Poles 


as he entered Warsaw Monday.

crowds as “ trem endous.”
